| Tobjeted therefore againſt the propoſitions, 
and preſſed more the Follies and Difficalties, 
then the iNegalities of them, notonely becauſe 
I thought Reaſon , a greater Argument-with 
them, then Conſcience, but becauſeI am ſoun- 
happy of the two, to bee thought a worſe 
Common-wealths man , then a Souldier, and in 
thar quality , could procure moſt credit to my 
words : And [ endevoured to ſhevy them, that 
as the Deſigne would be impious, iftheir moſt 
Deſperate Counſell had beene followed, ſo it 
would have beene the weakeſt that ever was 
undertaken, if it wereadmirted. 
And whereas I am ſaid to have a part in 
this violent Counſel . till the day before this 
meeting , I never heard word of it: I knew

Then the Examination of the Lievrenant of 
the Tower was read, which. ſhewes plainely, 
That the Earle of Strafford endeavoured an 
eſcape, promiſing him 22000 pounds in marri- 
age with his Daughter to the Lievtenants ſonne, 
and to have made her one of the richeſt 
matches in the Kimedome. 
Concerning the Army, Lievtenant Colonell 
Ballards Examination was read by Sir Philip 
| Stapleton ; Which ſhewes , That Captaine 
(hidley , brought downe to the Army many 
propoſitions: viz. That Colonell Goring ſhould 
be Lievtenant of the Armie , and thatthe Prince, . 
'} and the Earle of Newcaſtle would meet in Not- 
tinghamſhire with 1000 Horſe; all which pro- 
poſitions came from Maſter Henry Termyn , and 
were diſperſed by Sergeant Major Wallis , and 
Captaine Chidley. 7

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The Examination of Colonel! Goring was 
read by Sir John (lotworthy , In which he ſayes, 
That hee was rycd up by an Oath of Sectecie, 
and therefore durſt not anſwer to all the "Kg 
terrogatories; and chen mentioning the Oach, 
which was given him by M.Percie in his own 
Chamber at Whitehall,jin preſence of M. H.Per- 
cie,Willmor,Colonell Aſbburnham, M. Hugh Pol. 
lard, and others, who then ſaid, they had all 
of chem taken his Oath, and char hee wasthe 
laſt of the Company that had taken the Oath 
chat M. Jermyn had paſled under che Lieveenants 
owne hand. 

Miſtris Plumwell faid , That A French man, 

( arver to the Q ueene, brought Armes to her 
Houfe, anddefired herto keepethem, for that 
the Houſe ef Commons had made an Order, that 
no Papiſts ſhould have Armes 1n their Cuſto- 
die,and that he fetchr them away again, about 
thetimethatthe Earle of ON Licape* was 
practiced.
